The failure to grow affects not only 


the bones, but also the organs and 
other tissues of the body, so that these 
dwarfs might be quite well propor- 
tioned.

If they arc sustained by Ch- 
ant Judge W. D. Davenport, they wil 
be permitted to proceed with thcii 
case. 


If Judge Davenport holds the integ- 


rity of the ballot has not been destroy- 
ed, then the examining committee of 
Six which he appointed Monday will 
be pcrmitcd to open the boxes and 
inspect the individual ballots. Other- 
wise Fleming will have to depend 
upon secondary evidence, bring in- 
dividual voters into court, and require 
each to testify how lie voted.

well-done. Then garnish plank with 
hot mashed potatoes forced through 
a pastry tube and a variety of other 
vegetables. Stuffed 
tomatoes, peas, 


string beans and fresh mushrooms is 
a non-starch vegetable combination 
Diced beets and carrot straws combine 
attractively with oeas and potatoes 
when tomatoes are not used. 


If you prefer baked stuffed onions 


to stuffed tomatoes, use the tomatoes 
in a salad. 


Baked Stuffed Onions 


Six large onions, 1 tablespoon minc- 


ed green pepper, 1 tablespoon melt- 
ed butter, 4 tablespons hot water, '/•• 
cup buttered coarse bread crumbs, !,» 
pound fresh mushrooms, fa teaspoon 
salt, paprika. 


Parboil onions for ten minutes iq 


enough boiling salted water to cover. 
Scoop out the inside of the onions, 
leaving several layers for a firm shell. 
Place, up-side-down, on a platter to 
drain. Chop scooped out onion very 
fine and mix with green pepper, bread 
crumbs, mushrooms which have been 
sauted in melted butter and salt. Fill 
onions with this mixture, piling it up 
Tbove the top. Place in a pan, pour 
around hot water and bake in a mod- 
erate oven (375 degrees F.) until ten- 
der.
